ANDREW RETROSPECTIVE 
by Norman Ward, K4RBR 
E.C. Dade County 


The winds of Hurricane Andrew have long since dissapated, 
the Army, Navy and other government agencies which assisted 
have mostly gone back to their normal duties and the populace 
of Dade County goes about the daunting task of rebuilding what 
was damaged or destroyed. It is now a time for looking back 
on the situation to see what was done and what could have been 
done. 

As with any event in the course of human endeavor, the 
solutions are crystal clear after the fact. A quarterback can look 
at the game films the week following the game to see what could 
have happened if he had ------. But it wasn’t a game and it wasn’t 
an exercise in which we took part. It was a full blown emergency. 
If it were compared to a football game it would have been like 
us fielding our normal eleven man team and found that the 
opponent was permitted to field all 49 players on his roster on 
every play against us. This was not an emergency to which you . 
could compare anything in the past. This has been billed as the 
worst disaster to ever hit the United States in terms of property 
loss. 

Could any plan have met the challenge of this monumental 
hurricane? I don’t have the answer as once again, to what do 
you compare this? In looking back, as we have had several 
tactical debriefing sessions since the storm, there were obvious 
flaws in the implementation of the local emergency plan. But 
given the overwhelming magnitude of the situation, I feel there 
could have been no existing plan which could have totally met 
the crisis flawlessly. Procedures which had been planned in the 
years, months and weeks past were put into position long before 
the storm was predicted to hit South Florida. Amateurs were 
called and lined up for duty and emergency equipment was 
checked for readiness. 

When the storm actually hit it hit with a fury that no one 
completely anticipated. When emergency vehicles, official and 
volunteer, tried to get to the main disaster area they found roads 
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SILENT KEYS

Meeting in Curacao, Netherlands Antilles recently, the 
General Assembly of Region 2 of the International Amateur 
Radio Union achieved their goal of agreeing to recommend new 
HF digital band segments. These segments, first, more closely 
reflect actual patterns of activity and, second, bring them in 
line with Regions 1 and 3. Voluntary HF band-planning for 
‘Digital Modes’ (RTTY, AMTOR, Packet, PACTOR, 
CLOVER, etc.) were designated by radio amateurs from 34 
Western Hemisphere nations. 

The Region 2 packet concept also assumes that forwarding 
should be limited to the sub-segments specifically designated 
for packet but not on an exclusive basis. 

Recommended HF band segments for CW and 
radiotelephone (incl. SSTV and FAX) were unchanged. CW is 
still acceptable in all segments. 

The HF digital segments are: (p.p. = packet priority, p.s. 
= packet shared) 

3.580-3.635 MHz with p.p. at 3.620-3.635. 

7.035-7.050 MHz with p.p. at 7.040-7.050 for international; 
7.100-7.120 MHz with p.p. within Region 2. 

10.130-10.150 MHz with p.p. at 10.140-10.150 MHz. 

14.070-14.112 MHz with a 1 kHz beacon network guard 
band at 14.100; with p.p. 14.095-14.0995 MHz; p.s. with SSB 
14,1005-14.112 MHz. 

18.100-18.110 MHz with p.p. 18.105-18.110. 

21.070-21.125 MHz with p.p. 21.090-21.125. 

24.920-24.930 MHz with p.p. 24.925-24.930.

My station log for the period shows that I had direct contact 
with 38 operators who were active in emergency service. This 
does not include the operators with whom I worked on Florida’s 
_ regular nets. I’m sure there were other operators who were 

active as well. The State MARS Director, Bert Fow, has 
extended his thanks and appreciation to Florida Army MARS 
as have the Assistant State MARS Director and other members 
of the Florida Army MARS staff. 

While thanks are being distributed, in my monthly message 
to the Eastern Area State MARS Directors, I expressed my 
thanks and appreciation to those operators outside of the State 
of Florida who were so very helpful in their support. Several 
of those days saw the bands go into a ‘‘long-skip’”’ mode. The 
out-of-state operators were paramount in relaying traffic and 
MARS affairs during those times. 

EACH ONE REACH ONE ... This slogan carries an 
essential message to all Amateur Radio operators in Florida, 
and especially, to Florida Army MARS members. If each 
Amateur operator and each MARS operator each reaches one 
member of the public, the benefits to both spectra of the 
Amateur Radio world would be enormous with great benefits 
accrued to the general public as well. 

The responsibility for Each One to Reach One is again upon 
all of us. Florida Army MARS, as part of Eastern Area Army 
MARS will be participating in Operation: Holidays II which 
opened 15 October 1992 and will continue through 15 December 
1992. This is the second year for this public relations campaign 
which is a cooperative venture with the Amateur National 
Traffic System. All of Army MARS and all of the service MARS 
organizations have been invited to participate. With 35,190 
licensed Amateurs in the State of Florida alone, the potential 
for educating the general public is enormous. 

During the holidays, greetings are exchanged far and wide. 
It is this enthusiasm for contacting friends and families that 
could bring many people into contact with Amateur radio and 
its services for the first time. 

This dual approach will serve to inform the public and to 
emphasize that the Amateur Radio community has to fine 
message systems to offer as a free service. This campaign 
proposal urges all Amateurs and all MARS members to promote 
the idea of having the public send radiograms during the coming

holiday season. These radiograms would supplement the usual 
sending of greeting cards at no cost to the sender or to the 
recipient. Senders and recipients alike would enjoy the different 
approach of sending greetings via high tech. 

Both the National Traffic System (NTS) and MARS are 
available for the sending of messages. NTS handles message 
traffic for civilians sending to civilians. MARS handles traffic 
for civilians sending to military, military sending to civilians, 
or military sending to military. 

Most of the public doesn’t know that either service exists. 
The public has some vague idea that Amateur operators ‘and 
MARS operators help out in times of disaster. This is good. 
Our services go much further, however. The public needs to be 
informed that both NTS and MARS are available and are very 
capable of carrying messages to and from loved ones. The 
ultimate goal of Operation: Holidays II campaign is to develop 
such familiarity by the general public with the two traffic 
systems that the sending of radiograms becomes a natural 
habit. 

This call goes out to all Florida Army MARS members. 
Florida Army MARS members have a unique opportunity to 
foster public awareness of the MARS programs. Most people 
know that Hams exist but not necessarily what they do. Most 
people do not know that MARS exists. This is the barrier of 
ignorance that we, in Florida Army MARS must overcome. 
Your public relations officers cannot do the job alone. In the 
light of all kinds of budget cuts, we need public support. Many 
military personnel and their families, friends, and loved ones 
are not even aware of our work. All the Eastern Area Army 
bases will be contacted and made aware of the value that MARS 
represents. It is hoped that the on-base officials will help us 
spread the world. This value has been made evident on several 
emergency occasions. That value must be reemphasized in 
normal times as well. 

Ask yourself, ‘‘What have I done to inform the public?”’ 
What have I done to break the barrier of ignorance that lies 
between me, as a Florida Army MARS member, and the public 
we serve?”’ 

Some of our members are acting. The call goes out to all 
Florida Army MARS members and Amateurs alike. Act NOW! 
Get your radio clubs involved. Club materials are available. 
Write letters to editors. Talk to your families, your friends, your 
neighbors. Talk to your community leaders. GET INVOLVED. 
Everyone will benefit from just a little effort on each operator’s 

art. 
‘ The holidays are an emotional time for many families who 
might be separated by factors of national commitments. It is 
a very special time when family contacts are desired. Let us 
help everyone make those contacts. Make yourselves available. 
Let’s make the spirit of this holiday season come alive and flow 
with happy greetings.

C.A.R.S. also has classes twice a month in Radio 
Direction Finding (Fox Hunt). These operating events help 
HAMS to test their emergency capabilities and to identify 
problems that could arise in the event of a disaster. The 
Crestview Amateur Radio Society holds no roadblocks; 
everyone that’s interested in Amateur Radio is welcome to join 
the club. Cc. A.R.S. gives the novice Exam every Thursday 
morning.”’ 


Jack finishes by saying, ‘“‘In closing I would like to say, «

AMATEUR RADIO SPECTRUM PROTECTION ACT 
CLOSER TO PASSAGE AS 102nd CONGRESS ADJOURNS. 


A proposed law to protect amateur radio frequencies gained 
majority support in the House of Representatives and more 
than one-third support in the Senate before the 102nd Congress 
ajourned. 


The proposal, The Amateur Radio Spectrum Protection Act 
(H.R. 73/S.1372), has been enthusiastically backed by the 
nation’s approximately half a million amateur radio operators. 
To date, 219 congressional representatives and 35 senators have 
signed-on as co-sponsors, more than satisfying ARRL’s initial 
objective of gaining broad bipartisan support. 


“With half the House and more than a third of the Senate 

already co-sponsors, amateur radio has a big head start in 
-working with the 1038rd Congress next year,” says ARRL 
President, George Wilson, W4OYI. ‘‘The fact that we have this 
many friends on the hill does not go unnoticed at the Federal 
Communications Commission.” 


““ARRL members did a wonderful job of explaining the need 
for this bill to their legislators,’ Wilson says. ‘‘The league’s 
Washington team followed-up with literally hundreds of in- 
person briefings that gave our elected representatives a much 
clearer picture of amateur radio and it’s importance as a national 
resource.”

Wilson says that legislators responded positively to the fact 
that amateur spectrum is like a public park that is used not 
only for the benefit of the licensees, but also for the general 
public. 


The Amateur Radio Spectrum Protection Act was 
introduced in the House by representative Jim Cooper (D-T) 
and in the Senate by Senator Al Gore (DTN) after passage of 
the Federal Communications Commission (FCC) Authorization 
Act in 1988. That Act includes a provision strongly encouraging 
and supporting the amateur radio service and its emergency 
communications efforts. It requires government agencies to 
“take into account the valuable contributions made by amateur 
radio operators when considering actions affecting the amateur 
radio service.” 


While not involving Congress in managing the radio 
spectrum, a regulatory function of the FCC, the proposed 
legislation requires the FCC not to diminish the amount of radio 
frequency already available for amateur radio, and to provide 
equivalent replacement spectrum for any frequencies that are 
reallocated.

FCC PETITION AND COMMENT PROCEDURES 
Part 3 
by Carl Zelich, AA4MI 
ARRL Assistant Director, SE Division 


In September Florida Skip, Part 1 described the 
‘‘mechanics’’ i.e. paper size, format, etc. of your document. In 
October Florida Skip, Part 2 described the “‘content’’ of your 
petition. 


Part 3 describes “how” the FCC Rules are made. By “‘how’’, 
I mean the paperwork flow through the FCC bureaucratic 
offices and committees. 


1. Initiation of Action. Suggestions for changes to the FCC 
Rules and Regulations can come from sources outside of the 
FCC either by formal petition, legislation, court decision or 
informal suggestion. In addition, a Bureau/Office within the 
FCC can initiate a Rule Making proceeding. 

2. Bureau/Office evaluation. When a Petition for Rule 
Making is received, it is sent to the appropriate 
Bureau(s)/Office(s) for evaluation. If a Bureau/Office decides a 
particular petition is meritorious, it can request that the 
Dockets department assign a Rule Making number to the 
petition. 

A similar request is made when a Bureau/Office decides to 
initiate a Rule Making procedure on its own. A weekly notice 
is issued listing all accepted petitions for Rule Making. The 
public has 30 days to submit comments. The Bureau/Office then 
has the option of generating an agenda item requesting one of 
the four actions by the Commission. If a Notice of Inquiry (NOI) 
- or Notice of Propsed Rulemaking (NPRM) is issued, a docket 
is instituted and a Docket Number is assigned. 

3. Possible Commission Actions. Major changes to the 
Rules are presented to the public as either an NOI or NPRM. 
The Commission will issue a NOI when it is simply asking for 
information on a broad subject or trying to generate ideas on 
a given topic. A NPRM is issued when there is a specific change 
to the Rules being proposed. 

If a NOI is issued, it must be followed by either a NPRM 
or a Memorandum Opinion and Order (MO&O) concluding the 
inquiry. 

4. Comments and Replies Evaluated. When a NOI or 
NPRM has been issued, the public is given the opportunity to 
comment initially and then respond to the comments that are 
made. When the Commission does not receive sufficient 
comments to make a decision, a further NOI or NPRM may 
be issued. 

It may be determined that an oral argument before the 
Commission is needed to provide an opportunity to testify 
before the Commission as well as for the Bureau(s)/Office(s) to 
present diverse opinions concerning the proposed rule change. 

5. Report and Order Issued. A Report and Order is issued 
by the Commission stating the new or amended Rule, or stating 
that the Rules will not be changed. The proceeding may be 
terminated in whole or part. The Commission may issue 
additional Report and Orders in the docket. 

6. Reconsideration Given. Petitions for Reconsideration 
may be filed by the public within 30 days. They are reviewed 
by the appropriate Bureau(s)/Office(s) and/or by the 
Commission. 


Modification Possible. As a result of its review of a Petition 
for Reconsideration,. the Commission may issue an MO&O 
modifying its initial decision or denying the Petition for 
Reconsideration. 


These three articles should give you all the information to 
speak-out paperwise to the government organization that 
oversees radio frequency communications. Too much regulation 
is just as bad as too little regulation. Help Amateur Radio 
maintain a balanced approach.

A REPLY TO QUESTIONS CONCERNING SOUTH 
FLORIDA RESPONSE TO HURRICANE ANDREW 
by WA4PFK SM SFL 


Many of you reading this will not have read the editorial 
which prompts this column. There were questions raised and 
answers given where it was obvious that the author just simply 
was uninformed. For this reason this writer prefers not to name 
the source. There were however, unfounded accusations relative 
to Southern Florida ARES members, section level appointees, 
the SFL Section Manager, and SE Division and ARRL officials 
in Newington. It was a lengthy editorial but the major issues 
addressed will be answered. 

An initial heading reads ‘‘Will the ARRL do an honest, in- - 
house critique of its response to Hurricane Andrew?”’ 

It is inconceivable that this would not be done. There was 
an Emergency Communications Forum held at the Melbourne 
Hamfest in September resulting in a very lively enlightening 
discussion. It was announced on the ARRL Information Net 
that, one of the SFL counties was in the process of critiquing 
its operations in South Dade. A number of club newsletters 
received have reported their operations and problems. There 
is a major forum scheduled for the Tropical Hamboree in Miami 
that will feature critiques of Hurricane Andrew as it involved 
Southern Florida and Louisiana. Also critiqued will be 
Hurricane Iniki in Hawaii. It seems obvious to this writer that 
not every aspect of the operation could be perfect. That is the 
purpose of a critique. But let it be known that the section 
manager of Southern Florida believes that the amateurs not 
only in this section but all of the other areas of the state and 
country who assisted were magnificent! 

A statement made in the editorial was ‘‘At no time — before 
or after Andrew — did any Director, Section Manager or 
national officer of the ARRL come forward with an appeal for 
communications volunteers. The Southern Florida Section 
Manager did not, even when the Hurricane Watch was 
announced two days prior to Andrew’s landfall.’’ Another 
related question was ‘‘where were the SFL ARRL officials?’ 

The whereabouts of several officials will be addressed but 
first it should be stated that no one anticipated the magnitude 
of devastation that occurred in the Homestead area. Whether 
it was the severity of the storm, weakened building codes or 
construction practices is still being debated. 

Now as to where the league officials were during and after 
Hurricane Andrew: 

WA4PFK SM SFL: 

Aug. 23 Sunday securing for hurricane; QNC NR 254 asking 
amateurs to be ready for implementation of the Florida 
Emergency Operations net which is a plan worked out by both 
North and South Florida officials several years ago; Talked with 
W4WYR and W41YT‘on landline. Left message on answering 
machine for K4RBR, EC Dade County. 

Aug. 24 The Florida Emergency Operations Net was 
activated on 3940 or 7247 as appropriate. The net remained in 
operation for about a week. Many of the teams in South Dade 
used the net for outgoing traffic. This net has been advertised 
for many years as the net for emergencies involving All Florida 
or Southern Florida. This is where the SFL officials were easily 
found during the following week. WA4PFK was also available 
on QFN, packet and the SEFTN which operated several 
emergency sessions. Talked with W7LUS and used his BBS to 
hold the hundreds of incoming H&W messages until something 
could be done with them. 

W4WYR Vice Director SE Division: 

Spent Sunday up to midnight securing for the hurricane; 
a team from Brevard County set up essentially at her QTH, 
they also put her back on the air; she personally handled 
hundreds of incoming health and welfare messages; was in 
contact with the Dade EOC and made many appeals for 
volunteers outside the area to assist at the Red Cross and the 
Dade EOC. These appeals were made many times sooner than 
the erroneous statement in the editorial indicated. 


KI4T Technical Coordinator: Spend about 20 hours per day 
for a period of approximately one week at the Dade EOC. 

W4SS SEC: Palm Beach EOC; coordinated convoys moving 
into South Dade County. ~ 

WB2WPA Assistant SEC: Active in South Dade with the 
Collier County Emergency Van. 

The Broward EOC manned by N4HHP, RACES Officer, 
N4ORN and others was also very active in assisting the Dade 
EOC. 

WA4PUP, SM NFL; N4SS, Region Packet Mgr and Area 
Digital Coordinator; W4MLE, SEC NFL each called prior to 
the landfall offering assistance from the Northern Fla section 
as well as nationwide digital communications. 

K1CE Field Services Mgr: Called the Section Manager on 
Sunday Aug. 23 and offered any needed assistance. { 

As to are there written plans the answer is that there is 
a Section level plan and each EC develops a plan for his area 
of responsibility. 

Another quote from the editorial is ‘‘Whose job is it, ARRL, 
to make emergency management officials aware of the 
tremendous potential of amateur radio?”’ 

Most people involved in emergency communications are 
aware of the tremendous effort that WB2WPA put in to the 
organizing and coordinating of a meeting of EC’s, Emergency 
Management personnel and other agencies including Mars and 
the American Red Cross. This meeting followed the Governor’s 
Hurricane Conference in Tampa in June. Section level officials 
included KI4T, W4SS, WB2WPA, WA4PFK from Southern 
Florida and W4MLE from Northern Florida. Many EC’s were 
also in attendance. 

Credit is also due to the many Quick Response Teams from 
Southern Florida as well as neighboring sections and other 
states. 

Conflicting ideas, vigorous discussions and _ helpful 
suggestions will certainly ensure better disaster 
communications for the future. Uninformed, inaccurate, 
inflammatory accusations are of no value. 

Hurricane Andrew certainly did call attention to the need 
for Quick Response Teams that can be sent in from other 
unaffected areas in situations as existed in Homestead. It 
should also be noted that nothing seems to stop the incoming 
H& W traffic even though it clogs the system. It worked well 
to store these incoming messages on the W7LUS BBS for later 
handling. 

There were so many groups, so many individuals who gave 
so much that it becomes impossible to name the. But too all 
— A resounding job well done!

AN IMPRESSION, DO YOU MAKE ONE?

For some time now, I’ve been wandering around the HAM 
bands doing nothing more than ‘snooping’... well, maybe more 
just listening to what’s going on! Much of it reflects a true 
interest in Ham Radio... some of it is nonsensical garbage... 
some of it comradarie developed from long established, on the 
air, contacts... some of it traffic handling... some weather info... 
some of it concerns groups that meet daily to determine if 40 
other people on the frequency have a number so they can have 
their chance to say, in the allotted time, ‘whatever’... some of 
it even concerns ‘DX’. Ham Radio has something for everyone 
and that’s just great! 


It is truly fascinating to hear the ‘strange’ lingo that has 
crept into the ‘Ham’ communication system... We are now, and 
have been for some time, afflicted with ‘children’s band 
terminology’, reminescent of the 18 wheelers patois! The 
includes the usual mixture of 4 and 7 letter words that 
succinctly elaborate the location, status and origin of the 
species! And not to be forgotten are those on the bands that 
have crafted for themselves a collection of “Q” signals that may 
be appropriate for CW, but are being used improperly on 
sideband exchanges. 


To those who have elevated themselves from the ranks of 
‘CB’ers,’ I congratulate you for your time, work, and 
perserverance! However, might I remind you that if you listen 
carefully to most amateurs operating on sideband, they do not 
embrace the descriptive colloquialisms inherent to 27MHz! You 
may even find some of our ways of expressing ourselves as being 
more generic than ‘good buddy’ terminology! The Amateur 
vocabulary sets one apart as belonging to an elite society that 
has an elegant history with some pretty well defined language 
parameters! You might like it, if you try it... 


The FCC has already indicated that they plan to take a 
further look at the XXX rated language used on the Ham bands. 
(97.113) as an ex OO (Official Observer), I hope that they will! 
But, I think, in spite of what the FCC says that they will do, 
the ‘most’ important step that Hams should take is to set an 
enviable example! We are supposed to be self-policing... let’s 
each one of us accept the “responsibility” and ‘do it right’’! 

Recently, I read something in WorldRadio written by a 
person that I not only admire for his accomplishments in Ham 
Radio, but for what John Minke, N6JM stands for! I refer to 
John’s four paragraphs in the September issue, pg. 34. For those 
who don’t receive WorldRadio, I will recap the substance for 
you. John speaks to the improper use of ““Q” signals on phone. 
To quote him exactly, ‘‘There seems to be a new era of phone 
operators today. Everything they say is ended with ‘QSL’. 
These ‘Q’ signals were crafted for CW operators and soon 
became terminology for our confirmation cards. However, this 
particular ‘Q’ signal “‘QSL”’ has been twisted into a babble of 
senseless meaning.”’ : 

John is exactly right! Listen to forty meters any morning, 
10 meters when open and 2 meters along with twenty and 
seventy-five! 

QSL is not intended to mean what you hear on the Ham 
bands! As pointed out on page 3-25 of the ARRL Operating 
Manual QSL is; ‘‘The final courtesy” for the confirmation of 
a radio contact between two or more stations! QSL is not the 
replacement for ‘Roger’ or ‘Affirmative’ on sideband or FM. 

I call your attention to the international ‘“‘Q” signal listing 
which is used exclusively for CW operating where QSL is used 
‘only’ for the receipt of a piece of formal written traffic! ‘Q’ 
signals were never intended to be used on phone operations, 
and are not accepted as proper protocol on NTS nets! 


Let’s enjoy our hobby more by thinking about how we.

It’s primary function of publicity is usually 
handled with a few letters and answering phone questions from 
reporters. The PIO is an official appointment of the ARRL, and 
as such, the individual must be a League member.

Digital Band Plan Hammered Out 


40 Meters Only Stumbling Block at IARU Conference 


Voluntary HF band-planning for packet radio and other digital 
modes was the main topic considered recently by amateurs from 
34 Western Hemisphere nations (10 of them by proxy). Meeting 
in Curacao, Netherlands Antilles from August 31 to September 4, 
the General Assembly of Region 2 of the International Amateur 
Radio Union achieved their goal of agreeing to recommend new 
digital band segments on the amateur HF bands that would more 
closely reflect actual patterns of activity, as well as bring them in 
line with other parts of the world, i.e., IARU Regions 1 and 3. 

The current Region 2 band plans adopted at the last Region 2 
conference three years ago were the basis for ARRL’s 1989 
petition seeking segments for automatic control of HF digital 
modes (RM-7248). The plans for 40 and 20 meters had proved to 
be unacceptable in the U.S. 

In particular, the 20 Meter band plan has been brought into line 
by recognizing packet up to 14.112 MHz —a significant achieve- 


__ ment by the ARRL delegation, and a great improvement over the 


post-Orlando situation, according to ARRL President George S. 


_ Wilson III, W40Y1. 


Because 40-meter operating patterns in the United States are 
somewhat different than those in the rest of the Region, this band 
posed the most difficult problem. While the U.S. and its posses- 
sions in Region 2 are allowed SSB operation only from 7.150 
MHz and up, the rest of Region 2 uses the band from 7.050 and up 
(and sometimes even lower) for SSB. No agreement could be 
reached that reflected both existing packet activity and the strong 
desires of other countries for 7.050-7.100 MHz to be kept free of 
packet and other digital modes in favor of SSB. 

The band segment favored by the rest of the Region (other 
than the U.S.) for packet, 7.040-7.050 MHz, was not acceptable to 
the U.S. delegation because of continuing high levels of CW 
activity. The U.S, delegation made it clear to the conference that 
a packet segment in the 7.040-7.050 slot could not be imple- 
mented in the U.S. for that reason. 

And while Region 2 non-U.S. delegations supported a packet 
segment at 7.100-7.120 MHz, this would interfere with U.S. 
Novice operators. However, with a general decline in HF broad- 
cast activity in the band and expanded Novice privileges else- 


_ where, the problem may not be insurmountable, Wilson said.

PACTOR, CLOVER, etc.) with a sub-segment designated “packet 
priority.” Packet, being an automatic mode, doesn’t require much 
protection from itself, and would not have to protect other modes 
from interference in Packet Priority sub-segments (except for the 
40 meter problem noted earlier). 

The Region 2 packet concept also assumes that forwarding 
should be limited to the sub-segments specifically designated for 
packet, but not on an exclusive basis. 

In recognition of what is expected to be a rapid adoption of 
new techniques such as PACTOR and CLOVER, the Assembly 
did not attempt a more detailed description of sub-segments. 

Recommended HF band segments for CW and for radiotele- 
phone (including SSTV and FAX) were unchanged; CW is still 
acceptable in all segments. 


Here are the HF digital segments as agreed in Curacao: 

¢ 80 meters: 3580-3635 kHz, with packet priority at 3620-3635. 

¢ 40 meters: 7035-7050 kHz, with packet priority at 7040- 
7050 kHz for international communication; 7100-7120 kHz packet 
priority for communication within Region 2. 

¢ 30 meters: 10.130-10.150 MHz, with packet priority at 
10.140-10.150 MHz. 

¢ 20 meters: 14.070-14.112 MHz (with 1-kHz guard band at 
14.100 MHz for the beacon network); packet priority at 14.095- 
14.0995 MHz; packet shared with SSB at 14.1005-14.112 MHz. 

° 17 meters: 18.100-18.110 MHz, with packet priority at 
18.105-18.110 MHz. 

¢ 15 meters: 21.070-21.125 MHz, with packet priority at 
21.090-21.125 MHz.

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COMMISSION DROPS FINE 
IN ALLEGED CSCE ALTERATION 


An FCC fine of an amateur for alleged alteration of a Certificate 
of Successful Completion (CSCE) has been cancelled. The Commis- 
sion on June 29 had fined Russell Hutchings, NOQMZ, of Ashland, 
Missouri, $1,500, saying he had submitted an altered CSCE at a 
volunteer examination session in September, ae (see September, 
1992 QST, page 100. 

Hutchings wrote to his U.S. Senator, John C. Danforth of 
Missouri, whose staff contacted the office of FCC Chairman Ralph 
E, Sikes. 

The FCC’s Private Radio Bureau then cancelled the $1,500 
Notice of Apparent Liability, saying in a letter to Danforth “Mr. 
Hutchings improperly submited an altered Certificate of Successful 
Completion of Examination in his effort to obtain an amateur service 
operator license. In view of his reply in this matter, however, and in 
view of your staff’s research into Mr. Hutchings’ medical depres- 
sion, we have determined that good cause exists to cancel the $1500 
NAL.” .

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A THANKSGIVING STORY

Back in the early days, I lived in the west end of Bridgeport, 
Connecticut, a large industrial inner-city. The neighborhood was 
all 6 family houses. You know the kind; 3 stories with 2 families 


on each floor. Their outsides were usually asphalt or asbestos — 


shingles. Each house looked like the next; the families all worked 
in the same smoky, old factories where their parents worked. 

After months of study and sweat, my amateur radio license 
arrived. Next I set up my station. Back then, I lived on the 
bottom floor. And finally, I got permission to put a wire antenna 


_up on the roof. 


You had to stand on a tall stepladder and go thorugh a trap 
door to get up on the roof. My heart was pounding when I was 
up there. Boy, you could see everywhere; the library 
weathervane up north, the gas company tanks and even the city 
incinerator. Wow. 


I began working cw every day. Run home from school, do — 


homework and get on the air. Great. Boy, life was so much 
simpler then. 

Several months later; I remember, it was Thanksgiving 
Day. Everybody was looking forward to grandma’s food. She’d 
been cooking for days. I can still smell the turkey, yams and 
bread. Yum, yum, Well about noon there was a knock at the 
door. I answered it and there was the lady who lived on the top 
floor. She had kind of a funny look on her face. 

‘‘Hello?’’, I asked. 

She said, ‘‘I have something to ask you.” 

Omigosh, I thought, I’ve been operating a lot since I got 
my license. I must be interfering with her radio. My knees still 
shake; even now after all these years, whenever I think about 
then. 

She said, ‘‘I have been getting a lot of squiggley lines on 
my television. You know they go up and down. Sometimes the 
black parts turn white, too.” 


By now my heart was absolutely in my throat. I’d studied -
